INTRODUCTION 

THE  present  collection  contains  rugs  coming  from  two  different 
sources.  Half  of  them  have  been  woven  in  China  proper,  while 
the  other  half  are  so-called  Samarcand  rugs. 

The  Chinese  rugs  date  from  the  Kang  Hsi  and  Ch'ien  Lung 
periods  and  from  the  19th  century.  They  are  typically  Chinese 
in  color  and  design  and  are  consequently  well  fitted  for  the  decora- 
tion of  rooms  in  which  a  Chinese  touch  is  wanted.  Salmon  red, 
pink,  white  and  indigo  blue  form  the  vivid  color  contrasts  in  these 
rugs.  Green  and  purple,  colors  usually  much  in  favor  with  the 
Chinese,  are  absent.  The  design  shows  a  few  Persian  character- 
istics, but  the  main  feature  is  the  charming  world  of  Chinese 
symbolism,  in  typically  Chinese  arrangement  and  composition. 
The  two  great  Chinese  flowers,  the  lotus  and  peony,  appear  in 
naturalistic  and  diversely  conventionalized  conception.  All  the 
symbols  of  happiness  and  longevity — the  crane,  the  peach,  the 
character  Shou,  the  deer,  the  cloud  pattern  are  interwoven  with 
delicate  flowers,  leaves  and  stems — with  the  emblems  of  Buddhism, 
with  the  phoenix,  the  Foo  lion,  and  the  dragon.  The  dragon  de- 
sign is  particularly  interesting.  It  appears  in  two  archaic  types, 
straight  lined  like  meander  fret  work,  simply  curved,  like  the 
hydras  on  the  old  jades,  and  in  a  more  modern  naturalistic  inter- 
pretation, if  we  may  say  so. 

The  types  of  composition  are  varied.  Free  pictorial  composi- 
tions alternate  with  different  types  of  medallion  compositions  and 
all-over  patterns.  The  characteristic  borders  are  the  meander, 
often  intermingled  with  swastikas,  the  dotted  line  and  the  lotus 
flower  and  leaf  scroll  work. 

The  use  of  Chinese  rugs  has  been  manifold.  We  find  them  as 
floor  coverings  in  temples  as  well  as  in  private  houses.  A  typical 
Chinese  rug  is  the  "Kong"  rug,  used  as  covering  of  the  Kong, 
the  Chinese  sleeping  place,  built  of  bricks  and  heated  by  hot  air. 
Smaller  mats  are  the  so-called  traveller  rugs.  Those  with  repre- 
sentations of  flower  vases,  books,  picture  scrolls  and  precious  ob- 
jects adorn  the  library  of  the  refined  dilettante.     Rugs  are  used 


for  the  covering  of  chairs,  as  temple  hangings  and  even  as  the  deco- 
ration of  pillars  in  the  temples. 

The  art  of  rng  knotting  came  into  China  proper  at  a  very 
early  period,  and  it  certainly  came  from  the  Near  East  after  the 
Chinese  had  subdued  Eastern  Turkestan.  Rug  knotting  is  a  Near 
Eastern  technique.  The  earliest  fragments  of  rug  knotting  in  ex- 
istence have  been  discovered  in  a  city  in  Eastern  Turkestan  which 
was  abandoned  about  330  A.  D.  A  certain  number  of  rugs  of  the 
Tang  period  are  in  the  famous  treasure  house  in  Nara,  Japan.  A 
small  number  of  rugs  existing  can  reasonably  be  attributed  to  the 
Ming  period,  but  the  great  bulk  dates  from  the  late  17th,  the  18th 
and  the  19th  centuries. 

Eastern  or  Chinese  Turkestan  has  always  been  the  bridge  be- 
tween China  and  the  Near  East.  The  rugs  woven  in  this  country 
were  sold  to  the  West  in  the  trade  center  of  Samarcand,  one  of  the 
capitals  of  Western,  or  Russian,  Turkestan.  They  are  therefore 
called  Samarcand  rugs.  Others  reached  the  European  markets 
through  the  Chinese  trade  routes.  Some  of  these  rugs  are  woven 
with  a  silk  pile  and  have  silver  and  gold  threads  introduced  in 
tapestry  technique.  The  great  bulk  of  the  Eastern  Turkestan  rugs 
nave  woolen  pile.  Their  patterns  are  delightfully  naive.  They  mix 
Chinese  and  Persian  motives  in  very  simplified  design  and  show 
sometimes  strong  and  violent  color  combinations  which  are  often 
called  crude  and  harsh,  but  which  have  a  natural  appeal  to  primi- 
tive people  and  fit  perfectly  well  in  a  country  without  clouds  or 
rain  and  flooded  with  eternal  sunlight.  These  colors  which  may 
seem  exaggerated  to  some  people  in  New  York  would  be  perfectly 
natural  in  Arizona.  Sometimes  when  the  old  tradition  of  dyeing- 
has  been  abandoned,  the  colors  have  toned  down  to  very  subtle 
harmonies  of  green,  purple  and  pale  blue.  These  may  satisfy  the 
lovers  of  pastel  shades. 

A  collection  combining  Chinese  and  Eastern  Turkestan  rugs  has 
a  particular  charm  through  the  contrast  of  skilful  technique  and 
designing  with  the  bold  and  unsophisticated  art  of  the  peasant.
